SENATE COMMITTEE INQUIRY 
INTO PENNSYLVANIA: CAMPAIGN 


Investigator Glavis Sent to Look 
into Reports of Political Coercion 
of Steel Workers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—An in- 
vestigation of alleged irregularities 
in political campaign activities in 
Pennsylvania was ordered today by 
a special Senate election committee. 


The committee said the irregulari- 
ties included charges that the Car- 
negie-lilinois and Jones and Laugh- 
lin Steel Companies were coercing 
and intimidating employes politic- 
ally. Senator Lonergan (Dem.), of 
Connecticut, committee chairman, 
ordered Louis R. Glavis, special in- 
vestigator, and some assistants, to 
Alleghany and Beaver Counties. 

‘Lonergan said the full committee 
or a sub-committee might go soon 
to Pittsburgh and other points. The 
committee said the complaints were 
made by David L. Lawrence, secr2- 
tary of the commonwealth, and 
chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee.

“Diplomats Marrying 
Foreigners Must Be 
Moved to Other Posts,’’ 


Says Paper in Denmark. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Mrs. 
Ruth Bryan Owen Rohde resigned 
as United States Minister to Den- 
mark yesterday. President Roose- 
velt disclosed at Rapid City, S. D., 
that she had handed in her port- 
folio and that he had accepted it. 
She was the first United States 
woman Minister. 

Mrs. Rohde, daughter of William 
Jennings Bryan, said subsequent to 
her marriage July 11 to Capt. 
Boerge Rohde of Denmark that she 
would retain her maiden name as 
well as her job, although she ex- 
pected to do some electioneering 
for Roosevelt before going back to 
her overseas post. 

Her decision to quit the diplomat- 
ic service, because she could do a 
better campaign job “as a private 
citizen and not as a holder of pub- 
lic office,” came after much specu- 
lation as to the efiect of her mar- 
riage to the Danish Captain of the 
King’s Guards. 

She is a former member 6f Con- 
gress from Florida and was ap- 
pointed Minister after campaigning 
extensively for Roosevelt in the 
West in 1932. 

Although she became a member 
of the Danish Court by her mar- 
riage, the State Department pre- 
pared to notify King Christian of 
the resignation—not of Kammer- 
junkare Rohde, but of Madame 
Minister Owen, : 

With her husband as chauffeur, 
Mrs. Rohde intends to tour the 
Mid-West in a trailer, making 
speeches for Roosevelt. 

The President attended Mrs. Roh- 
de’s wedding at Hyde Park, N. J., 
and later gave a supper party for 
the bride and bridegroom. 

The State Department declined 
to discuss a possible successor to 
Mrs. Ow@n, whose American status 
as the wife of a Danish subject it 
has upheld. 

Mrs. Owen’s resignation adds the 
Ministership to Denmark to the 
Under-Secretary of State vacancy 
and the vacancy caused by the ap- 
pointment of William Bullitt as 
Ambassador to France, a_  diplo- 
matic transfer from Moscow. Wil- 
liam Phillips resigned as Under- 
secretary to become Ambassador at 
Rome. 


Marriage Reason for Resignation, 
Says Danish Press. 
By the Associated Press. 

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 31. — Mar- 
riage—not politics—was advanced 
today by the Danish press as the 
reason for the resignation of Mrs. 
Ruth Bryan Owen Rohde as United 
States Minister to Denmark. 

The news of her resignation was 
received in the Danish capital with 
general regret. 

“Many had hoped Mrs. Rohde 
would remain, but few believed she 
would,” said the newspaper Extra- 
bladet. “The reason given for her 
resignation—participation in the 
campaign—sounds constructed, as 
participation was steady 
planned six months ago without the 
faintest suggestion it woud necessi- 
tate her resignation. 

“The true reason must be seen, as 
marriage, as diplomats marrying 
foreigners, must always be moved 
to other posts. 

“No one doubts her own wishes 
to remain, but the diplomatic routine

OSLO, Norway, Aug. 31.—The 
cabinet decided tonight to keep 
Leon Trotzky, the Russian exile, in 
isolation under special guard. 


Without disclosing where Trotzky 
and his wife will be interned, the 
government officially announced 
passage of an order-in-council, es- 
tablishing special rules “regulating 
Trotzky’s movements and his inter- 
course with other persons.” 

Earlier, officials indicated they 
would keep Trotzky permanently in 
Norway, despite Moscow protests. 

“He may receive visitors only aft- 
er he has received permission in 
each case frédm the government 
office of passports,” the official an- 
nouncement stated. “He may not 
use the telephone and his mail and 
telegrams are to be under supervi- 
sion.” 

Beyond His Comprehension. 

Premier Johann Nygaardsvoid 
said: 

“It is beyond my comprehension 
how anybody could argue in the 
way Russia does. We have treated 


‘the Trotzky problem according to 


our viewpoint of Norway’s inter- 
ests. There is nothing more to say 


‘about it.” 


A short time later Foreign Min- 
ister Halvdan Koht declared, in a 
speech: 

“The principle of asylum will be 
maintained by the present Govern- 
ment of Norway. We will not let 
ourselves be subdued in such mat- 
ters by anyone.” 

Trotzky, under close guard by the 
Government, was secluded in his 
villa at Hoenefoss. 

May Satisfy Soviet. 

Responsible sources expressed 
the opinion the U. 8. S. R. had sent 
its request for his expulsion before 
the Soviet Government had learned 
Trotzky had been interned.

MADRID (by courier to Hen- 
daye, France), Aug. 31.—In Spain 
the word “die” has come to have 
the meaning of the expression 
“take for a walk,” equivalent in tHe 
United States to “take for a ride.” 

Since the civil war began  be- 
tween the Madrid Leftist Govern- 
ment and the Fascist rebels, many 
well-known persons in public. life 
have been reported by the Govern- 
ment as having died. 

Censors at first allowed a men- 
tion of these cages of death, but 


recently the list has grown so long 
that no reference to them may be 
made in Madrid. 

Most of these cases of death 
came to public notice only after 
the morgue notified the families 
the bodies could be claimed. 

Several political and military 
leaders were prisoners in the Mad- 
rid jail at the time of their death. 
They were. executed after an un- 
successful attempt of 2000 prison- 
ers to bi from the jail Aug. 22 
by setting fire to the .nogtheast 
wing. .

200 Insurgents Reported

MADRID, Aug. 31.—Spain’s left- 
ist government, proclaiming a 


series of victories, today announced 
a campaign on two fronts to block 
a rebel effort to surround Madrid. 

Reinforcements were ordered for 
the Toledo area to the southwest 
and the Guadalajara sector, 32 
miles northeast, coincident with 
new precautions against a repeti- 
tion of last Friday night's air 
raid on the city. Powerful search- 
lights and airplane detectors were 
installed and officers in command 
of the two Madrid airdomes were 
shifted. Modern pursuit planes 
maintained a patrol. 

Paintings in the Prado Museum 
were taken to a place of safety. 

Reports of Victories. 

Authorities announced victories 
at Lozoya, about 43 miles north of 
Madrid, in the Guadarrama Moun- 
tains; at Talavera, in Toledo prov- 
ince, and at Sikuenza, 70 miles 
northeast of Madrid. 

The Government denied that reb- 
el planes had bombarded railway 
stations in Madrid province yester- 
day. 
Two hundred insurgents were 
killed in three hours’ of hard fight- 
ing in the Guadarramas, the War 
Ministry declared. 

The ministry previously had ac- 
knowledged defeat of its forces at 
the southwestern city of Oropesa. 

Government victories were re- 
ported in the Estremadura district. 
The militia of the Leftist Govern- 
ment, attacked by Fascist rebels 
seeking. to overthrow President 
Manuel Azana, repulsed the insur- 
gents, and captured 350 head of cat- 
tle and large supplies of arms and 
ammunitions, the official report 
said, 

Threat of Executions. 

Extreme Leftist workers’ groups, 
loyal to the government, stated they 
were ready to “execute publicly” 
any rebels condemned by the popu- 
lar tribunals set up to try them, 
but warned they would “also regard 
as rebels” the perpetrators of indi- 
vidual atrocities. 

Authorities also issued a warning 
against spies within the city. 

There were definite indications 
the government, guarding against 
over-confidence, was reconciled to 
a long war. , 

“Those who believe anything has 
been accomplished are deceiving 
themselves and deceiving others,” 
said the newspaper E) Socialista. 

“We have not reached the end of 
the fighting, but we are in the very 
midst of the battle, perhaps the most 
serious and most difficult stage. 

“Therefore, no one should feel so 
overconfident of victory as to relax 
the combative spirit or feel free 
from any obligations.” 

The new Soviet Ambassador, Mar- 
cel Rosenberg, conferred twice with 
Indalecio Prieto, Spain's Socialist 
leader. Prieto, in a newspaper arti- 
cle, again complained about the “er- 
roneous and unjust formula for 
neutrality” adopted by France. 

Recalling he recently had said 
“He shall win who has the most 
modern elements of war,” Prieto de- 
clared: “I didn't think when I made 
this statement that the Spanish 
Government would not be provided 
with these elements of war; that 
Spain would find herself in this 
stifling condition.” 

Prieto contends France has bro- 
ken its word by refusing to furnish 
arms to Madrid and that the Fas- 
cist rebels are being heavily armed 
by Germany, Italy and Portugal. 


Rebels Say They Will Continue Air

Agree to Forming of Commit- 
tee to Regulate Hands-Off- 
Spain Policy.

LONDON, Aug. 31.—Eleven coun- 
tries, informed sources said today, 
have approved formation of an in- 
ternational committee to regulate a 
hands-off-Spain policy. They are 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Nor- 
way, Albania, Austria, Poland, Bul- 
garia, Belgium, Turkey and Latvia. 

The purpose of the committee, 
which will meet in London, is two- 
fold: Exchange of information on 
the imposition of an arms embargo, 
and consideration of any further 
points that may arise. 

A plan which the international

Foreign Diplomats Call on Both 
Sides to Humanize War. 

HENDAYE, France, Aug. 31.—A 
conference of foreign envoys ac- 
credited to Madrid sent a note to 
the Spanish Government early today 
calling on it to humanize the civil 
war. 

No note was sent to the Fascist 
rebels, as the diplomats considered 
a message to them would be tanta- 
mount to recognition, but a semi- 
official communique expressed hope 
that “both parties” would make the 
conflict more humane. 

The message to Madrid was 
signed by representatives of France, 


Great Britain, Italy, Argentina, 
Czechoslovakia, the Netherlands, 
Norway, Sweden, Finland and Bel- 
gium. 


The United States and Japanese 
representatives here abstained from 
signing it. The German Ambassa- 
dor, it was announced, was in 
Madrid. 

The diplomatic meeting was 
called by Daniel Garcia Mansilla, 
Argentine Ambassador to Madrid. 

The note protested against the 
shooting of hostages and other non- 
combatants and asked that art 
treasures be guarded for the bene- 
fit of civilization. It requested that 
“non-defended cities” not be bom- 
barded. It was learned the use of 
that phrase instead of “open cities” 
resulted from a heated dispute. 

Jean Herbette, French Ambassa- 
dor. demanded that the term “open 
cities” be used, but Count Pedrazzi, 
the Italian representatives, insisted 
on the other phrase. 

Count Pedrazzi pointed out that 
the northern city of Irun was legal- 
ly an open city and yet was filled 
with armed men and artillery was 
being fired within the city limits. 

Most of the envoys agreed with 
Pedrazzi. 


Soviet Union Prohibits Shipment of 
Arms to Spain. 

MOSCOW, Aug. 31—The Com- 
missariat of Foreign Trade last 
night issued an order prohibiting 
the shipment of munitions to Spain.

OF NORTH DAKOTA

Dust-covered plains finally 
invaded the North Dakota State 
Capitol grounds here last week, 
nibbling at such sparse grasses as 
had survived the scorching heat 
which gripped this State this sum- 
mer.’ 

“If those cows could only read— 

“They'd think they’d been eating 
loco weed. Where those cows are 
presumably grazing is a graveled 
parking lot at the rear of the State 
Capitol, thickly dotted with cars 
at all hours of the day. The pic- 
ture, fake, foisted on innocent un- 
suspecting newspapers, is a result 
of a photographic trick—superim- 
posing a picture of a herd of cattle 
on a picture of the North Dakota 
State Capitol Building.” 

River That “Dried Up.” 


At the top left-hand corner of 
the page “The Forum” showed a 
“faked” picture of an automobile 
driving in the bottom of the dried 
up Missouri River near Stanton, 
N. D. An accompanying picture 
of the actual scene as shown by 
another “Forum” photo revealed a 
broad expanse of water and boats. 
The paper made this comment: 

Blushingly, “The Forum” admits 
that it, too, fell for this photogra- 
phic gold brick, a blatant, crude 
fake, which went out to the unsus- 
pecting Associated Press from a 
too-smart photographer who want- 
ed nickels. To the right is the 
faked picture, purportedly showing 
a section of the Missouri River, 
near Stanton, N. D., the water re- 
ceded sufficiently to permit auto- 
mobiles to ford the stream with- 
out difficulty. 

“Above is an actual, honest pic- 
ture of the Missouri River at Stan- 
ton, N. D., as it was at the time the 
faked picture purportedly was 
taken. The contraption in the fore- 
ground is a ferry which has been 
in operation 20 years, missing trips 
only because of wind or ice, never 
because of low water. The river is 
about 16 feet deep at a point about 
50 feet from shore.” 


“Wooden Nickel Pictures.” 


In its open letter under the title, 
“Listen, Mr. Easterner,” “The Fo- 
rum” said in part: 

“Gentlemen, welcome to North 
Dakota. 

“You are now on the scene of one 
of the year’s greatest news stories, a 
story of a man against the elements, 
a story of a human struggle. 

“By now, undoubtedly, you have 
inspected our little parade of pic- 
tures. If they have intrigued you, 
make no doubt of it they have in- 
trigued us even more. 

“May we suggest, in all friendli- 
ness, that while you are in these 
parts, yOu take no wooden nickel 
pictures like this? May we suggest 
that you dodge the salesmen of gold 
brick news stories who may haunt 
you here and there? 

“May we point to certain angles 
of this big, human story which, after 
all, is particularly our story, which 
can't be told in pictures, real or 
faked? 

“After all, you know, we live here. 
It would be futile for us, it would be 
silly for us to dodge one single item 
of the cold, blunt facts of this story 
of ours. 

“And because we do live here, we 
are sometimes woefully distressed to 
see Our compatriots from distant 
parts fall foul of funny facts and 
figures.”

FRENCH PRIEST REPORTED 
KILLED ON WAY FROM SPAIN 


Correspondent of Paris Newspaper 


Said to Have Lost Life in 
Majorca, 
By the Associated Press. 

ARIS, Aug. 31-—The troubled 
French-Spanish border _ situation 
was complicated today by reports 
that a French priest had been 
killed in attempting to flee from 
Spain’s civil war zone. 

A Paris newspaper, L’Intransi- 
geant, published a bilack-bordered 
article on its front page announc- 
ing its special correspondent, Guy 
de Traversay, had been killed in 
Majorca. 

Officials investigated the reports. 

The priest was reported to have 
been the director of a school in 
Spain. Advices reaching here stat- 
ed he was taken off a bus in the 
principality of Andorra while re- 
turning to France and executed by 
a Leftist firing squad. Press dis- 
patches said his body was soaked 
with gasoline and burned. 

Foreign Office officials said the 
reports caused a “difficult  sitta- 
tion,” but they added the Andorran 
Government apparently was not re- 
sponsible for the killing. 

L’Intrunsigeant said De Traver- 
say flew to Majorca to report the 
operations of the. Spanish Govern- 
ment expeditionary forces. 

After a considerable silence, the 
newspaper received a letter signed 
by the Marquis de Zayas, stating 
Traversay fell on Aug. 17 “while in 
pursuit of his professional duty.” 

“I instituted a search for his body 
but unfortunately the place where 
he fell was the scene of a fierce 
combat,” the letter added.

_ About 40 miles off the coast, a 
tri-motored, low-winged monoplane 
flew over the ship at 4:10 p. m., 
and dropped two bombs, which ex- 
ploded close to the Kane. 

“The Kane, which was flying the 
American flag at its foremast head 
and in addition had an American 
ensign horizontal on top of the well 
deck awning, increased its speed 
to maneuver away from the plane,” 
Hull said. 

“At 4:25 the plane again. flew 
over the Kane and dropped a third 
bomb.”

TOLEDO, Spain, Aug. 31.—The 
crumbling northern wall of Toledo's 
famous Alcazar, once the fortified 
residence of Moorish and Castilian 
monarchs, bore stark evidence to- 
day of the desperate strength of 
nearly 2000 rebels entrenched in- 
side. 

Day after day, two powerful field 
pieces have been driving hundreds 
of 6-inch shells into the northern 
face of the building, smashing it 
slowly to dust. For 38 days Gov- 
ernment troops have been unable 
to dislodge the rebels, but now the 
inner wall has been pierced and 
the structure appears doomed. 

No fewer than 600 shells have 
been fired and there is every indi- 
cation that should the bombard- 
ment continue much longer, the Al- 
cazar will be split in two. 

Underground Passages Used. 

The rebels have taken refuge in 
underground passages. Only o¢ca- 
sionally, during the shelling, do 
bullets give evidence of vicious snip- 
ing from the side of the besieged. 

The Government militia’s siege of 
the Alcazar presents one of the most 
amazing shooting galleries in the 
world. The big guns replace the 
usual .22 caliber rifles. The Alca- 
zar, with its human garrison, sub- 
stitutes for the clay pipes and float- 
ing ducks. 

Here where hits are registered 
with commendable accuracy, the 
spectator can stand at both sending 
and receiving ends with perfect 
safety. From a window high up 
in the city of Toledo, the corre- 
spondent could peer through a 
window crack and see the shells 
land against the Alcazar’s thick 
inner walls. 

From the slope of a hillside lead- 
ing to the target barely 200 yards 
away from it, he could watch the 
flash of the distant guns and hear 
the dull roar of the explosion; the 
whine of the shell as it hurtled to- 
ward its goal. 

View From Behind Big Guns. 

Ten minutes later, on the sur- 
rounding plains, the correspondent 
stood behind those same guns and 
watched them being pointed, peer- 
ing at the mutilated Alcazar 
through the range-finding appara- 
tus of the cannoneers. From this 
vantage spot the scene of bombard- 
ment spread out in a bizarre pano- 
rama. 

Across the rolling farmland, the 
serpentine river Tagus, the shells, 


like black and angry insects, could 
be seen arching through the air; 
then exploding a black cloud of 
smoke, splitting the stonework of 
the inner walls, slowly wearing 
them away, turning the building 
visited by thousands of tourists 
every year into a mass of ruins. 

Two wings of the building, with 
their pairs of twin towers, are a5 
yet untouched, but the nearby Gov- 
ernment forces are beginning’ to 
attack them. Even now, shells are 
beginning to fall in the central 
courtyard. 

The Government aim must be ac- 
curate, for the slightest miscalcula- 
tion in range or direction would 
plump the shells into th@city of 
Toledo itself, where Government 
infantrymen are on guard day and 
night behind emplacements of sand- 
bags and barbed wire, near every 
exit of the building. 

One artillery officer who dropped 
nine shells into the Government 
arms factory nearby received a 
summary court-martial which cut 
short his career. 

Shelling Becomes “Exposition.” 


Back on the hills, scores of Gov- 
ernment militia and spectators 
watch the course of every shell and 
cheer with delight when a bullseye 
is scored. In the city itself the 
citizens have become so certain of 
the battery’s marksmanship that 
they watch the shelling every aft- 
ernoon as though at an exposition. 

An especially trusted officer now 
commands the guns and within a 
day or two, the Government expects 
to install a 24-centimeter piece to 
batter down the walls more quickly, 
before rebel relief can arrive from 
the west. 

All around the battery, farm life 
is proceeding normally. Wheat is 
being threshed in century-old 
fashion. Mules plod patiently in an 
endless circle, pumping water from 
cisterns. 


In Toledo, too, except for the 
exposed places around the Alcazar 
where snipers’ bullets still search 
out their victims, life is proceeding 
normally. 

From somewhere in a narrow, 
crooked, picturesque street comes 
the jingle of a mechanical piano 
while army trucks scrape through 
the narrow lanes built for mule 
traffic. Women gossip at the wells, 
as if a drama of life or death were 
not being played within their sight 
and hearing. 

Rebels’ Position Called Hopeless. 

The mayor of Toledo told this 
correspondent the position of the 
rebels is growing daily more hope- 
less, and that it appears but a short 
time before they are battered into

Suggests Election Frauds and 
Pendergast Machine as Ap- 
propriate Topics. 


While Lioyd C. Stark, Democratic 
nominee for Governor, is trying to 
get his vacation rest at a Cape Cod 
fesort, Jesse W. Barrett, Republic- 
an nominesc continues to write let- 
ters to him. The most recent, 
which should be in Stark’s mail 


some time today, proposes a series 
of debates between the candidates, 
which Barrett is willing to have 
held in Democratic counties if this 
will make the proposal more ac- 
ceptable to Stark. 

Barrett's letter mentions the fact 


that both candidates have been in- 
vited to the Buchanan County Fair, 
the Warrensburg Fail Festival and 


the Oak Ridge Fair, but on sepa- 
rate dates. He suggests that it 
would be better for them to appear 
together at these or other places 


and “clearly compare and define 
our policies and purposes.” 

“It seems to me,” Barrett says, 
“that this would be infinitely bet- 
ter than for us to let the speech- 
making descend to the meaning- 
less generalities and hopeless par- 
tisanship which characterize 80 
many campaigns. This way we can 
clarify the important issues and 
make this campaign really con- 
structive and enlightening. Of 
course, we would have to select 
the topics. That would not be dif- 
ficult. 

. Suggests Election Frauds. 

“You recently refused to join me 
in asking the aid of the Federal 
government in the investigation and 
prosecution of’election frauds, giv- 
ing as your reason that the State 
administration by itself would do 
all that was needed. I would like 
to discuss that with you. It is of 
great interest and vital concern to 
all our people. 

“You have repeatedly indorsed 
the present State administration 
and have said that its success calls 
‘for a continuance of the economical 
and sane government at Jefferson 
City.’ No doubt you will write sub- 
stantially that into your official 
platform. Let us debate whether 
the State administration has been 
economical and sane. There are 
several departments, each of which 
would in itself furnish enough ma- 
terial for one debate. 

“I should like also for us to dis- 
cuss the subject of whether the 
Kansas City machine, known as 
the Pendergast system, is a boon or 
@ menace, and whether it should be 
extended or exterminated, You re- 
cently said that this is a thread- 
bare issue. I think it is the most 
important issue in Missouri today. 
Let us meet in debate. You can 
tell the voters why you think the 
issue is thread-bare, and I will tell 
them why I think the Kansas City 
machine is a malignant growth 
which demands immediate and com- 
plete removal. 

Some Other Topics. 

“I have already set forth an af-. 
firmative and constructive platform 
covering many points which wiil 
operate for the improvement of the 
State Government. I have declared, 
among other things, for permanent 
registration; for a modified form of 
civil service; for a non-partisan 
commission conserving natural re- 
sources and wild life; for the State's 
use plan in prison labor; for a re- 
form of our tax system, and a reduc- 
tion in taxes; for the abolishing of 
useless boards and bureaus and of- 
fices at Jefferson City; for more 
sympathetic understanding of the 
highway needs of our farmers: for 
the protection of the rights of labor, 
including the right of collective bar- 
gaining; for full payment of the old 
age assistance plan, for an improve- 
ment of the criminal law; for clean 
and honest elections and the pun- 
ishment of those who now stand 
guilty of election frauds. 

“You may agree with all of these. 
I do not know. If you do not, you 
may select all or any of them for 
further topics. Naturally, we. can- 
not debate the matters on which 
we are agreed. Naturally too, there 
is no point in speeches about the 
glorious history of our respective 
political parties, or talking vaguely 
about giving everybody a fair deal. 
Our voters this year are serious and 
sober-minded and desire a logical 
presentation of the facts. They 
want to get down to brass tacks. 


“Should we not debate the issues 
rather than be debating what the 
issues are’ It is just a matter of 
singling out the things on which 
we take issue, stating frankly the 
difference in our views, and letting 
the people of Missouri decide which 
of us is right. 


“Will you debate our differences” 
If so, I will undertake at once to 
secure the consent of our hosts at 
these various points. For that mat- 
ter, we could set up meetings of our 
own, at places and dates acceptable 
to yourself, and I can assure you 
that there would be no doubt about 
the debates being well attended. I 
am perfectly willing, if you should 
prefer, to have all of the debates 
placed in the counties which usually 
vote Democratic.”

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BUSINESS STEADY 
DURING JULY IN 
ST. LOUIS AREA 


Continues at Same Level as 
Previous Month, Federal 
Reserve Bank Says in 
Survey. 


Business in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, which includes 
parts of Missouri and six other 


states, continued during July and 
the first half of August at about 
the levels of the similar period im- 
mediately preceding, which marked 
the high point of the recovery 
movement, according to the month- 
ly report of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis, made public 


today. 
Despite drouth and high temp- 
eratures, the report states, the 


usual summer slump in production 
and distribution of commodities 
failed to materialize, or was pres- 
ent in much less degree than in 
past years. Activities in heavy in- 
dustry were well sustained, the re- 
port adds. 

In wholesaling and jobbing lines 
July sales of all but furniture ex- 
ceeded those of June, several of the 
increases running counter to the 
usual seasonal trend. Retail trade, 
as measured by reports from de- 
partment stores in the principal 
cities of the district, was 20.2 per 
cent less than in June, but 10.5 
more than in July a year ago. The 
decline in the comparison with 
June was said to be less than the 
Seasonal expectation. 

Iron and Steel Production. 

Iron and. stee] plants, the report 
says, operated at an unusually high 
rate for this time of the year. At 
mid-August ingot production by 
mills in the district was 74 per cent 
of capacity. Industrial consump- 
tion of electricity in the principal 
cities during July was 7.9 per cent 
greater than in June, and 30.9 per 
cent greater than in July, 1935. 

Offsetting the favorable reports 
for trade and industry were the ag- 
ricultural reports which noted se- 
vere drouth damage to such crops 
as corn, hay, legumes, tobacco, 
fruits and vegetables. Corn pro- 
duction for the district was esti- 
mated on Aug. 1, at 198,815,000 
bushels, or 127,378,000 less than the 
13-year average, and further sharp 
deterioration, the report notes, has 
eccurred since Aug. 1. The winter

Railroad freight traffice showed 
a contra-seasonal increase, and pas- 
senger traffic, stimulated by “ex- 
traordinarily heavy” vacation travel 
was at a level exceeding that of 
July in recent years, the report 
says. 

Survey by Industries. 

Comments on particular indus- 
tries included in the report follow: 

Boots and shoes: July sales high- 
est for the month since 1933, but 
23 per cent increase over June was 
less than seasonal. 

Drugs and chemical: July sales 
increased .7 per cent over June; 
continued greater than seasonal ac- 
tivity in many lines. 

Dry goods: July sales were 27 
per cent greater than those of June 
and 38 per cent greater than July, 
1935. With the exception of July, 
1933, sales last month exceeded 
those of any July since 1929. 


Electrical Supplies: July sales 
highest for the month since rec- 
ords began in 1924. 


Furniture: July sales declined 
7.7 per cent, against the seasonal 
trend, byt July total was highest 
for that month since 1929. 

Groceries: Purchases of canned 
goods, occasioned by short fruit 
and vegetable crops, increased July 
sales 10 per cent above June and 
to the highest July figure since 
1930. 

Hardware: Steady improvement 
continued despite reduced purchas- 
ing in the drouth areas. 

Mining: Production increased 39 
per cent in July as compared with 
June and was 7 per cent greater 
than a year ago. 

Building: Dollar value of permits 
for new construction in the five 
largest of the cities in July was 
20.6 greater than in June and 25

Trade Activity Up Over Last Year 


in Tenth District Despite Drouth. 
By the Associated Press. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 31.— 
Trade in the tenth Federal Reserve 
district showed an increase in July 
over the same month last year, de- 
spite a continuation of drouth con- 
ditions, says the monthly review 
of the Kansas City Federal Re- 
serve bank. 

Retail trade at 31 department 
stores showed the usual seasonal 
decline in July, the report says, 
while wholesale trade showed a 
slight improvement. Department 
store sales were 5.5, and wholesal- 
ers’ sales 9.6 per cent greater than 
in July, 1935. 

Lumber sales and building activ- 
ity increased. The volume of pay- 
ments by check was 11.6 per cent 
greater than in June and 27.4 per 
cent greater than a year ago. 

Production of flour, crude petro- 
leum and bituminous coal increased 
in July and was above that of July 
a year ago. Shipments of lead ore 
increased but shipments of zinc 
ore declined. Packers’ purchases 
of livestock indicated a general in- 
crease in meat packing operations, 
although hog slaughter was con- 
siderably below normal. 

“The extremely hot, dry weather 
arrived too late to affect seriously 
the production of winter wheat,” 
he report says, “but the corn crop is 
practically a failure so far as grain 
production is concerned and other 
crops have suffered extensively. 

“Trrigated crops, however, had 
ample water supplies this year and 
were in good condition. The indi- 
cated production of feed grains 
was substantially below normal, 
but the livestock feed situation was 
somewhat less serious than in 1934 
owing to an increase in grain and 
hay supplies and a reduction in 
livestock numbers compared to two 
years ago. 

“Ranges and pastures were short 
and stock water was very low in 
many areas. Plowing for fall 
seedings has been delayed because 
of the hard, dry soil.” 

Marketing of grains and livestock 
generally increased during July, 
the report says, but receipts of corn 
declined as producers withheld sup- 
plies because of uncertainty regard- 
ing the new crop. The July move- 
ment of wheat was reported the 
largest since 1931. Grain and feed 
prices advanced sharply in July and 
August because of crop deteriora- 
tion. 

Drouth was a factor in increased 
receipts of hogs, the review says, 
although supplies were substantially 
below normal. Hog prices were at 
the highest level for July since 1929 
and lambs since 1930, but cattle 
prices were somewhat below a year 
ago.

Benito Mussolini warned the world 
last night he could mobilize 8,000,- 
000 soldiers “in the course of a few 
hours and after a simple order.” 

He rejected what he called “the 
absurdity of eternal peace,” de- 
clared his army was sharpened by 
its African victory and proclaimed: 

“We must be strong! We must be 
always stronger! We must be so 
strong that we can face any even- 
tuality and look destiny directly in 
the eye whatever may befall!” 

Il Duce stressed that Italy de- 
sired to live in peace and pledged 
“our lasting, concrete, contribu- 
tion to the project of collaboration 
among peoples.” But he told the 
thousands who cheered him to the 
echo in the municipal square that 
the world is in the throes of an 
“irresistible” rearmament race. 
“Watchword Must Be Strength.” 


civil war in Spain. But he did, just 
after declaring Italy must reject the 
idea of “eternal” peace, “foreign to 
our creed and to our temperament,” 
speak of “certain political situations 
which now are in the course of un- 
certain developments.”

Mussolini spoke with difficulty at 
times because of the outbursts of 
cheering. 

An especially noisy ovation greet- 
ed the reference at the beginning 
of his speech to Victor Emanuel, 
“King of Italy and Emperor of 
Ethiopia!” 

At length, lowering his voice dur- 
ing a sudden hush, Mussolini said: 
“This is the order of the day: 

“We must be strong. We must 
be always stronger. We must be 
strong enough to face any eventual- 
ities; to look any destiny firmly in 
the eye. 

“To this supreme end all the life 
of the nation must be _ subordi- 
nated!” 

The crowd gave him a demon- 
stration lasting for many minutes. 
Repeatedly, he was called back to 
the balcony from which he spoke. 

Just before he ended his address 
he said no one, 12 months ago, 
would have predicted all that has 
happened in the last year. But, he 
added, these events will be felt 
again and again in the future. 

Crowds Gather Early. 

Mussolini spoke in the early eve- 
ning, but just after noon the crowd 
began to gather in the square, to 
stand for five or six hours await- 
ing the dictator’s words. 

Mussolini was in high spirits, and 
appeared extremely fit. 

At noon he received 300 families, 
each with more than 11 children. 
The most enthusiastic greeting was 
reserved for the father and mother 
of 24 children. 

The speech was heard by all the 
more important Government offi- 
cials, including Cabinet members 
and chiefs of the army, with the 
exception of Propaganda Minister 
Dino Alfieri. 

Alfieri was at Venice for con- 
sultations with Dr. Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, German Minister of 
Propaganda and Public Enlighten- 
ment.

SILVER CONTENT OF MONEY 


Action Due, to Falling World Price; 
Coins Demonetized in 1935 Re- 
stored to Circulation.

creased the silver content of its mon- 
ey because of the declining world 
A presidential de- 
cree restored to circulation silver 
coins demonetized in April. 1935, 
when the United States’ heavy sil- 
ver purchases pushed the world price 
so high the coins brought more than 
their face value as bullion. 
Changes in the monetary laws 
had given the Bank of Mexico au- 
thority to issue notes of various de- 
nominations, redeemable at the bank 
in silver coins. “One peso notes, in-

icans must again carry “cartwheels,” 
or big silver pesos. Five-peso notes 
now in circulation will be replaced 
by five-peso silver certificates, re- 
deemable, as will be note issues of 
the Bank of Mexico, in silver coin 
or bar silver at 12 grams a peso.

The Spanish situation, the pas- 
toral letter declared, speaks for it- 
self, and therefore “we prefer not 
to go into detail about the bar- 


barous misdeeds which a fanati- 
cized mob, whipped up through the 
lying promises of Russian emmis- 
saries, have committed.” 

The lesson to be drawn, the 
church contended, was that a real- 
ly united effort by the whole Ger- 
man people was necessary to bul- 
wark the country against bolshe- 
vism. 

Warns Against Alienation. 


The letter expressed the hope 
that Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler 
would accomplish this task, but 
warned him against alienating large 
sections of the people by affronting 
their religious convictions. It said 
Germany did not need “a fight 
against the Catholic church, but 
peace and harmony with it in order 
to overcome the spiritual presuppo- 
sitions of Bolshevism.” 

Prayers were offered for endan- 
gered co-religionists of Spain and 
Russia. The pastoral letter empha- 
sized the anxieties of German Cath- 
olics as well as Spanish church- 
men who have suffered indignities 
at the hands of Madrid Socialist 
Government forces. 

A special memorandum for the 
perusal of Hitler supplemented the 
public statement. It said: “Who 
ever fails to oppose Bolshevism in 
the realm of religion thereby opens 
the door for it to invade the po- 
litical and economic sphere.” 

Hitler, it. was said by church- 
men, had abundant evidence that 
the comparative peacefulness in 
Germany was not blinding 
Catholic hierarchy to the plight of | 
Catholics 
Spain. 

Stricter Measures Forecast.

WHAT OF CONGRESS? 

What kind of Congress will take over the law-mak- 
ing power next January? 
Will it be a rubber-stamp Congress, content, for 
reasons of political expediency or out of sheer indo- 
lence and incompetence, to surrender its great pow- 
ers to the executive, or will it be a Congress insistent 
upon recapturing its proper place in our system of 
representative government? 
There has never been a time in our history when 
it was more important that Congress should exercise 
a brave and independent judgment. There has never 
been a time which called more compellingly for legis- 
lators not only of first-rate intelligence but of first- 
rate character, men not only aware of the rights of 
Congress under the Constitution but determined to 
keep those rights inviolate. 
If there was ever any justification, in emergency, 
for the passage of “must” measures through Congress 
with only perfunctory debate, there is no justification 
now. It may be doubted whether emergency at any 
time warranted such a surrender of congressional 
powers as we have seen during the present adminis- 
tration. From this failure of Congress to live up to 
its high duty as a deliberative body we have reaped

“Confessions” Under a Dictatorship. 
To the Etitor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EING used to the judicial procedures 

which guarantee us a fair trial, it 
seems impossible for us to believe that 
an accused can plead guilty unless he has 
actually committed a crime. In your edi- 
torial comment on the Moscow treason 
trial, you are puzzled over the passionate 
repentance and self-abasement of the ac- 
cused opposition leaders of the Commu- 
nist party. 

The ardor with which the accused made 
their confessions is indeed astounding, 
but I am not inclined to think that the 
explanation lies either in their unquestion- 
able guilt, nor in the mystical interpreta- 
tion of the Russian character by Dostoev- 
sky. After all, similar tendencies mani- 
fested themselves at the trial by the So- 
viets in 1933, where the accused were 
British engineers. 

It would be better to seek an explana- 
tion for this paradox in the peculiar way 
“justice” is meted out under present-day 
dictatorships. 

In the countries where an accused is 
at the mercy of the investigating author- 
ities and prosecution (as for instance, the 
GPU), nothing is impossible. Confronted 
with “third degree” methods or with 
promises of mercy for oneself or one’s 
family, even the strongest men will yield 
to the suggestions of a prosecutor. By 
playing one accused against another, and 
then double-crossing, confessions can be 
produced to order. 

Incidentally, during the last Moscow 
trial, two of the defendants pleaded for 
their children, and one of the accused 
committed suicide before he was brought 
‘to court. 

We should not forget that the arson 
trial for the burning of the German 
Reichstag, the “blood purge” of the 
Nazis and the numerous propaganda trial 
of the Soviet Government all belong to 
the category of political trials. It would 
be a fallacy for us to accept official re- 
ports of the guilt of the accused as true. 
The main purpose of such trials is propa- 
ganda and we should remain aloof from 
it. DOUBTFUL.

CCORDING to Government reports, 
the production of corn for this year 

is estimated to be 1,439,000,000 bushels, 
while the normal five-year average is 
2,553,000,000 bushels.

“Must” measures! The very term is an affront to 
the power and dignity of the law-making branch of 
the Government, created by the Constitution to be 
of co-ordinate rank with and a check upon the exec 
utive branch. 
We make no prophecy as to who will be elected 
President in November. From the available evi- 
dence, however, it must be assumed that Mr. Roose- 
velt at the moment has an even or better than an 
even chance to be chosen. We can only gauge the 
probable course of Mr. Roosevelt as a second-term 
President by the record of his first term. That rec- 
ord has been one of constant extension of the Fed- 
eral power through “must” legislation in Congress. 
We need in any case a Congress with backbone, 
a Congress that will resist both the bludgeonings and 
the blandishments of the executive, a Congress that 
will subject every offered measure to the most search- 
ing examination. 
We need a Congress that will seek by the fullest 
debate to determine whether or not a measure is con- 
stitutional; a Congress that will resist attempts of 
the Government at Washington to build itself up at 
the expense of rights reserved to the states and the 
people; a Congress that will sternly set its face 
against efforts to do by indirection or subterfuge 
what can only be done, if the orderly processes of our 
democratic form of government are to survive, by 
forthright amendment of the Constitution. 
We need that kind of Congress in any case, for it 
is the tendency of all administrations at Washing- 
ton, of whatever party, to reach out for new power, 
but, by the testimony of the record, the need today 
is doubly imperative. It makes the coming congres- 
sional elections of supreme importance. 
The times present a challenge to voters through- 
out the nation to cast off partisanship and contribute, 
each so far as he can, to the election of a Congress 
that can neither be cajoled nor intimidated into abdi- 
cating its rights and duties. 
The times present, moreover, a challenge to strong 
men to offer themselves for service in Congress. Prac- 
tically all the lists have been closed for the coming 
elections, but it is not too early to begin thinking 
of the nominations to be made in 1938. What we 
have said of the great importance of this year’s elec- 
tions applies equally to those of the mid-term year. 
The New York World in 1908 proposed Theodore 
Roosevelt for a senatorship from New York. Why 
should not the Republican party today—we name it 
because it is the party of opposition committed to 
holding the dominant party in check—why should 
not the Republican party seek to send to the Senate 
or the House men of the caliber, say, of Lowden of 
Illinois, Hoover of California, Mills of New York? 
We cite to the Republican party, and its leaders, 
the high example of two former Presidents of the 
United States—sturdy old John Quincy Adams, who 
found it not beneath his dignity to serve in the 
House of Representatives after leaving the White 
House, and Andrew Johnson, who became a Senator 
from Tennessee. 
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GOV. HORNER’S REBUKE TO ARKANSAS. 

It is an extraordinary decision that Gov. Horner 
of Illinois has made in refusing to authorize the 
extradition of Sam Bennett, a Negro sharecropper, 
to Arkansas, where he is accused of attempting as- 
sault on his employer. The charges are insufficient 
to justify extradition, in the Governor’s view, but 
a greater factor is his belief that the prisoner would 
be unable to get a fair trial in Arkansas, and might 
become the victim of mob violence, despite assur- 
ances to the contrary by Gov. Futrell. 

Gov. Horner is not a man to make snap judgments, 
nor to refuse an extradition because of caprice. He 
has taken notice of the harsh tactics with which the 
organization of sharecroppers has been opposed in 
Arkansas, and points out that there have been “reli- 
able reports of floggings and other violence.” Gov. 
Futrell, on the other hand, recently went on record 
before a news-reel camera with a flat denial that 
any violence had occurred. 

Coming as it does from the Governor of a nearby 
state, this rebuke to Arkansas is an impressive one. 
It indicates that it is high time for Arkansas to 
clean up its situation, to root out its prejudiced local |

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TOWNSEND STRENGTH IN CALIFORNIA. 
Recapitulation in the California primary shows that 
congressional candidates with Townsend-plan back- 
ing polled about. 388,000 votes, while Republican and 
Democratic candidates without such support received 
more than 682,500. This gives the Townsendites about 
36 per cent of the combined vote in both parties and 
11 nominations out of the 20 contests in which they 
had indicated preferences, 
These figures, however, exaggerate the showing 
which Dr. Townsend’s followers really made. Eight 
of the 11 Townsend-supported candidates who were 
nominated are sitting members of Congress. Nom- 
inally, some are Republicans and some are Democrats, 
but in the primary they ran on both tickets and so 
are the nominees of both parties for the November 
election. Had the Townsendites run candidates 
against these eight, their showing probably would 
have been much poorer. Moreover, by admission of 
Townsend leaders, indorsement in these eight in- 
stances did not mean that the candidates had pledged 
themselves to support the Townsend plan in Congress. 
Thus, it is plain that the actual strength of the 
Townsendites in the California congressional primary 
must be considerably under the percentage credited 
to them. California, particularly the Southern por- 
tion, contains an unusually heavy proportion of elder- 
ly people—natives of other states—who have gone 
there to spend their retirement in leisure. When 
allowance is made for this element, it is doubtful 
whether Dr. Townsend’s unsound idea is much 
stronger in his State than in other states. 
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AN OLD INVISIBLE TAX. 

One instance of invisible, or indirect, taxation was 
omitted from Gov. Landon’s citations in his Buffalo 
address. The tariff. We used to be told long ago 
by the high protectionists that “the foreigner pays 
the tax.” That comforting fiction was “razzberried” 
out of print and speech. 

Still the tariff went marching on, mounting high- 
er and higher with every revision or new enactment. 
The Democrats denounced it, campaign after cam- 
paign. They even declared it unconstitutional. Yet 
a Democratic candidate for President finally appeared 
who went frankly on record as a protectionist who 
would never jeopardize an American industry by 
opening the doors to foreign competition. The name 
of that candidate was Al Smith. 

The amount of taxes levied on the American peo- 
ple, in the name of the tariff, has never been com- 
puted, and never can be. It is astronomical. A ref- 
erence to it in the campaign of 1924 may be recalled. 
The Democratic candidate, John W. Davis, estimated 
that the Fordney-McCumber tariff law was costing 
the consumers four billion dollars a year. The state- 
ment, so far as we remember, was never challenged. 
Right or wrong, the tariff, as an indirect tax, may be 
awarded the blue ribbon. 
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FOUR AGAINST JAPAN. 
The opening of the presidential campaign and the 
war news from Europe have served to obscure the im- 
portant meeting of American, British, Chinese, Jap- 
anese and Russian representatives at the Institute of 
Pacific Relations in Yosemite National Park. It is 
unfortunate that this is so, for the conference has 
shown a united front, so to speak, against the pol- 
icies of Japan. The diplomatic, military and intellec- 
tual representatives from all the other countries par-; 
ticipating have joined in criticising Japan’s conquest 
of Manchuria, the island Empire’s interference with 
internal matters in China and the like. 
The Japanese representatives have defended the 
course their country has followed, but this does not 
mean that the conference will necessarily be without 
beneficial results. It is altogether possible that the 
Japanese have been impressed by the general disap- 
proval of Japanese policies by other Pacific nations 
and so will be led to advocate changes when they 
get back home. Sometimes quiet, intimate meetings 
of the sort held at Yosemite National Park do more to 
harmonize international differences than larger and 
more widely hailed meetings. 
If a way has been charted for a modification of 
Japanese policies at the Institute of Pacific Relations, 
bloody August will need to be credited with having 
accomplished some good in international affairs aft- 
er all.

Location of motor fatalities has shifted from city streets to highways, statistician 
says; in 10 years, deaths in urban areas have increased 27 per cent, and in rural 
regions 150 per cent; responsibility of states thus has grown, but that of munici- 
palities is still grave; writer urges state drivers’ license laws to promote safety. 


N the history of motor vehicle accidents, 
| there has been a gradual change in empha- 

sis from smashups on city streets to “death 
on the open road.” While this might have 
been expected from a rapid increase in rural 
travel, it should now be recognized that the 
open road is the location of today’s most 
serious traffic safety problem. 

In 1924, 9300 deaths resulted from motor 
vehicle accidents in cities of 10,000 popula- 
tion or more—the so-called urban area. This 
was only slightly exceeded by the total of 
10,100 deaths from accidents in towns under 
10,000 and on the open highway, these areas 
being classified together as “rural.” Fol- 
lowing 1924, there were gradual increases in 
the city death total up to 1930, when fatal 
accidents numbered 13,180. Since then, de- 
clines have been registered, so that the 1935 
total was only 11,800, just 2500 above 1924. 

The story is far different for accidents in 
the small towns and on country highways. 
From the total of 10,100 in 1924, the so-called 
“rural” deaths advanced with little interrup- 
tion to a new high figure of 25,200 fatalities 
in 1935. During the period, therefore, city 
deaths increased only 27 per cent, whereas 
rural fatalities increased 150 per cent. 

The shift in accident predominance from 
the city to the rural area has greatly in- 
creased the responsibility of state govern- 
ments for traffic safety. This does not mean 
that city governments have lost any of their 
responsibility, but simply that the worst part 
of the problem—and the part which is in- 
creasing in seriousness—is not within the 
control of city officials and must be con-

Success in controlling traffic accidents 
has varied widely from state to state. From 
1930 to 1935, the motor vehicle death rate 
(on a population basis) increased 8.6 per cent 
for the entire country, but 10 states actually 
lowered their rates during the period. The 
increases among the 38 other states varied 
from an advance of 1 per cent to more than 
90 per cent. It is also worth noting that in 
1935 18 states had motor vehicle death rates 
(per 100,000 population) below 25, whereas 
the national average rate was 29. 

The success of a city in traffic-accident 
prevention is by no means unrelated to the 
character of the state safety program. For 
example, city police departments in the states 
which do not have a drivers’ license law tell 
us frequently that their accident preven- 
tion efforts are seriously handicapped by this 
lack of control on the part of the state. 

A second point worth noting is that every 
city is interested in the type of safety work 
being done in other cities throughout the 
state and in rural areas. To illustrate, Min- 
nesota reports that 68 per cent of its 1935 
motor vehicle deaths occurred in rural terri- 
tory—including towns under 5000 population 
The remaining 32 per cent occurred in cities 
of 5000 or more. Considering only the place 
where the fatal accidents occurred, it would 
thus appear that Minnesota’s problem was 
two-thirds rural and one-third city. 

Further study reveals, however, that the 
city driver in Minnesota really plays a far 
more important part in the State’s fatal xc- 
cident experience than these figures would 
indicate. It was found that, of the 611 Min- 
nesota drivers involved in fatal accidents, 
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R. L. Forney, Statistician, National Safety Council, in State Government. 


there was almost exactly a half-and-half 
split—303 drivers lived in cities of 5000 or 
more, and 308 in the remainder of the State. 
In other words, although only a third of the 
fatal accidents occurred in the cities, yet half 
of all the drivers involved were city drivers. 

To carry the idea one step farther, it is 
also a fact that every. state should be very 
much concerned in the safety regulations 
adopted in all other states. Illustrating the 
importance of this’ factor, we find that 
among 1935 motor vehicle accidents in Con- 
necticut, 13.6 per cent of all the drivers in- 
volved were residents of some other state. 
In Virginia, 13 per cent were “foreign” driv- 
ers, in New Jersey nearly 10 per cent, in Del- 
aware 37 per cent. Figures from many other 
states bear out the fact that “no state liveth 
unto itself alone’ in the matter of traffic 
safety. 

What should be the attitude of any partic- 
ular state government to the state-wide traf- 
fic accident problem? The answer would 
seem to be that any state should strive to 
do just as good a job of traffic accident pre- 
vention as is being done by the best state.

HE Anglo-American Conference of His

Certain states, as already mentioned, have 
accident rates well below the average, and | 
others have been able to maintain a much | 
more satisfactory trend over a period of | 
years. By what means, it may be asked, | 
have these states with better than average | 
records achieved their results? 

In a complex social problem such as acci- 
dent prevention, it is difficult to determine 
cause-and-effect relationships precisely, but 
it is unanimously agreed by those who know 
best that a balanced program of education, 
engineering and enforcement can be devel- 
oped and maintained by any state, and that 
this procedure will bring about a reduction 
in traffic accidents. 
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Perhaps one of the most conclusive pieces 
of evidence that accidents can be reduced is | 
offered by the experience of states with | 
standard drivers’ license laws and adminis- | 
tration. States which have had such laws 
and administration over a period of years | 
experienced a reduction of 8 per cent from | 
1934 to 1935 in their motor vehicle death | 
rate, on a gasoline-consumption basis, while | 
states not in this group had a reduction of 
only 1 per cent in their rate. Furthermore, 
during the 10 years from 1926 to 1935, the | 
license-law states show a reduction of 21 | 
per cent in their death rate, whereas other | 
groups of states have had increases ranging | 
from 4 to 33 per cent. 

Less than 20 states now have both a stand- | 
ard law providing for examination of new | 
drivers and an adequate administration of | 
that law. Considering the proved results of | 
drivers’ license legislation, there is certain- 
ly a wide-open field for accident reduction | 
on the part of states which do not have such | 
laws. 

A drivers’ license law, of course, is only | 
one part of an adequate legisiative program | 
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to control motor vehicle accidents. Without 
going into further detail, suffice it to say that 
the uniform vehicie code developed by the 
National Conference on Street and Highway ' 
Safety offers to any state a series of intel- 
ligent and comprehensive laws which. if 
properly administered, will do much to keep 
traffic accidents under control.

Roosevelt’s Peace Pietercnes Idea 


T LOOKS as though Arthur 
| Kroc will be left holding the 

bag, as far as the President's 
proposals for a new world peace 
conference are concerned. 

Nevertheless, we may take it that 


the idea did, definitely and di- | 


rectly, emanate from the President. 
Mr. Keock is a careful and reliable 
journalist favorable to the admin- 
istration. It is inconceivable that 
he would invent the story. With- 
out question, he knew that the 
President has been playing with 
the idea of calling together the 
heads of the nations of the world 
to make a public demonstration 
for peace. 

We do not know, nor does Mr. 
Krock, just how seriously the Presi- 
dent has considered the idea, -and 
Mr. Krock denies that he launched 
the story with the consent of the 
White House as a trial balloon, 
which could be followed up or re- 
pudiated according to the response 
which it awakened. We must ac- 
cept Mr. Krock’s word, and there- 
with eliminate the idea that this 
was a political gesture, aimed at 
capitalizing the peace sentiment of 
the country. 

The President must know that 
the peace sentiment of the country 
is powerful, but he must also know 
that the nation was never more iso- 
lationist in its feelings. Certainly

Nevertheless, Mr. Krock, in tell- 
‘ing us what has been in the Presi- 
dent's mind, has illumined for us 
that mind and personality. Per- 
haps Mr. Roosevelt never came to 
any conclusions about this plan; 
perhaps it was popped 
head by George Lansbury, the Brit- 
ish Labor leader, and the President 
merely went on thinking about the 
idea—asking: “I wonder what 
WOULD happen if I asked Stalin, 
Mussolini, Hitler, Edward VIII, and 
the rest, to a big peace demuustra- 
tion?” The fact is he apparently 
did think and talk about it with 
considerable seriousness. 

The story is not uncharacteristic 
of the President and reveals many 
of his qualities. His strength as a 
leader is in his artistic imagina- 
tion, his recognition of emotional 
factors and his willingness to make 
bold gestures. I have no doubt 
whatever that the first reaction of 
thousands of people in this coun- 
try to the idea of a world parley 
of heads of states, to discuss peace, 
was one of excitement and affirma- 
tion. Surely, the question of peace 
or war overweigks every other sin- 
gle issue in the world today. 

The whole world trembles with 
apprehension. One cloud appears 
upon the horizon, darkens the world 
and blows over. Hardly is there a 
moment of serene sunshine when 
another darker than the last blots 
it out. The world moves from 
crisis to crisis. Now it is China, 
now Austria, now Ethiopia, now 
the Rhineland, now Spain. Hardly 
is Spain ringed by neutrality when 
Hitler announces an increase of his 
already prodigious army. 


A feverish armaments race is on 
at a pace unique in history. Whole 
peoples are subjected to the aims 
of increasing military power. To 
get machinery with which to man- 
ufacture guns, Russia takes bread 
from her people; that Germans 
should have the same weapons, they 
stand in line for butter or eat mar- 
garine. Britain, which by extraordi- 
nary sacrifices has balanced her 
budget, proposes to unbalance it for 
airplanes and ships and immediate- 
ly our own shipyards are put to 
work. 

Whole peoples relinquish civil 
rights. the result of centuries of 
painful evolution, accept Caesarism 
and turn themselves into nations 
which are really one huge army of 
officers and privates, regimented, 
controlled, organized and rationed 
down to the last egg and the last 
idea. The emotional man of warm 
human feeling wishes to cry aloud 
in the midst of this wholesale drift 
toward slaughter, this epidemic 
madness: “STOP!” If he is also,

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But if the President could more

enough might make it so. 

The dictators whom, we are told, 
he has thought of trying to assem- 
ble, are men whose imaginations are 
certainly as grandiose as his own. 
They are also men who have over- 
turned states, revolutionized govern- 
ments and are holding their people 
on a rein, for the accomplishment of 
their ideas. It is foolish and it is 
dangerous to underrate them, or to 
underrate the vigor, violence or 
scope of their intentions. They can 
be curbed, and they may even curb 
themselves, when the democratic 
nations, still the most powerful and 
prosperous peoples of the world, are 
willing to say unequivocally, “This 
sphere is ours; and here you may 
not enter except over drawn 
swords.” But they cannot be ca- 
joled,

| It is unthinkable that Stalin and 
Hitler could be persuaded to sit 
down at a table together. Even if 
they would, they could not. Hitler 
owes his power to his claim to have 
crushed Communism in Germany, 
which was presented as a world 
menace; Stalin has just wiped off 
the face of the earth 16 men, many 
of them once the idols of world 
Communism, on the ground that 
they conspired with Fascism, the 
counter-world menace. Shall the 
two dictators now shake hands and 
say: “My dear fellow, I really didn’t 
mean it’? 

Nor can the United States assume 
world leadership and at the same 
time wash her hands of any world 
responsibility. We have tried to do 
that ever since the war, and every 
time we have acted we have added 
confusion to chaos, from the World 
War until the present moment. 
Wars can be made by. gestures; 
peace demands other qualities. It 
costs infinite’ patience, fortitude, 
watchfulness, deliberation, elastic- 


ity and wisdom.

There is much that the United 
States could do for world peace, but 
only with added responsibility. We 
could define more clearly for our- 
selves just where our interests lie. 
To what extent do they lie with 
those of Great Britain?’ Would this 
country, in a showdown, sit by and 
see the British Empire divided be- 
tween other Powers? Or. how far, 
conceivably, could we see such dis- 
integration take place? 

If there is a point at which we 
would interfere, then it would con- 
tribute to the peace of the world 
to stop creating the misleading im- 
pression that under no possible cir- 
cumstances, except actual invasion, 
would we fight. 

If, on the other hand, we are to 
pursue complete neutrality, we must 
prepare ourselves for those conse- 
quences, too. They will mean that 
in another war we shall suffer as 
neutrals most of the disadvantages 
of combatants, except the actual 
curse of war itself. That is also pos- 
sible. 

Holland remained neutral through 
the last war under intense provo- 
cation, and although the combat- 
ants temporarily ruined her tradé 
and paralysed her industry, in the 
end, however, she fared well for 
iher cool-headedness. 
|. But by all odds, the greatest con- 
‘tribution which we can make to 
| world peace is to make freedom and 
democracy work upon this conti- 
nent, with greater economic stabil- 
ity, more diffused prosperity, and 
with social peace. That is also dif-

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MUNICIPAL OPERA 
1936 ATTENDANCE 
146,004, RECORD 


For First Time in History 
Not a Single Perform- 
ance Is Rained Out — 
87 in All Given. 


The Municipal Opera closed its 
eighteenth successive summer sea- 
son in the outdoor Municipal Thea- 
ter in Forest Park last night with 
a profit, which will be applied to 
partial amortization of the cost of 
improvements and repairs of the 
theater plant. The profit also will 
enable refund to the large group 
of guarantors for the season of the 
half portion of their subscriptions 
paid in advance. 

While for the last five years the 
Municipal Theater Association has 
not announced figures on re- 
ceipts and expenditures, it was 
learned that aggregate income for 
the 18 years of operation has ex- 
ceeded $5,000,000. This was received 
largely from the sale of seats at 
the price range of 25 cents to $2, and 
also from program advertising and 
concessions, All net profits have 
been applied to improvement and 
maintenance of the establishment. 

Annually the association has ob- 
tained pledges of more than $100,- 
000 for its guarantee fund. For a 
number of years the practice has 


of -the pledges before the start of 
the season, to provide working cap- 
ital, with refunds after the end of 
the season. 

Deficits in Only Three Years. 

There have been deficits in only 
three years—-$11,634 in 1919, the 
first year; $8412 in 1928 and about 
$30,000 in 1930. Profits in subse- 
quent years each time enabled the 
association to reimburse the guar- 
antors for meeting these deficits. 

Receipts for the season just 
closed represented only a slight 
gain over the three previous sum- 
mers, the management “announced, 
because of a decline in demand for 
box seats at $2 and front-section 
seats at $1.50, attributed to the 
intense heat, which was believed 
to have driven many regular pur- 
chasers of these seats to cooler cli- 
mates. Nevertheless, the number 
of paid admissions this year was 
the largest of any season. 

A new record for season attend- 
ance was set this summer—748,054 
persons at 87 performances. The 
previous record was 713,815 at 82 
shows in 1933. The next best at- 
tendance was 709,002 last year, at 
80 performances. There were 700,- 
516 at 82 shows in 1934. 

No Performances Rained Out. 

For the first time in the opera’s 
history, not a single performance 
was called off because of rain, eith- 
er before or after the 9:30 p. m. 
deadline on rainchecks. Only three 
performances were _ interrupted, 
briefly, by rain. Last year, of 84 
shows originally scheduled, five were 
rained out but a special midnight 
performance was given because of 
rain the opening night of the sea- 
son. Two evenings were lost be- 
cause of rain in 1934. Excessive 
heat resulted in some compara- 
tively small audiences this year. 

“Glamorous Night,” which had iis 
American premiere here during the 
last week, had the largest attend- 
ance of any production this sea- 
son—70,588. This was only 544 less 
than the all-time record of 71,123 
for a week established by “Roberta” 
last year. Last night’s audience 
was announced as numbering 10,300. 

Attendance figures regularly in- 
clude an estimate of 1700 occupants 
nightly of the free seats at the back 
of the amphitheater, but do not in- 
clude persons standing outside the 
side fences or in the top pergola 
on some occasions. 

Attendance by Productions. 

“Kid Boots,” which opened this 
season, had 10 performances, _at- 
tracting 73,835 spectators. Attend-

Indian Turns Thumbs Down 
On Tribal Buffalo Hunt 


Head Man at Big Crow Reservation Celebra- 
tion Refuses to Permit Animal to 
Be Killed. 


By the Associated Press. 

CROW AGENCY, Mont., Aug. 31. 
—Shrill war whoops will open “the 
biggest Indian show on earth” to- 
day, but its soft-spoken ring- 
master has crossed the buffalo 
hunting act off the program. 

It’s the thirty-fourth annual Crow 
tribal celebration, and the man who 
runs it is Robert Yellowtail, copper- 
skinned superintendent of this 
Southeastern Montana Indian reser- 
vation. What Yellowtail says about 
hunting buffalo or anything else 


pertaining to the reservation—goes. 

Nationally known for the wild life 
conservation program he put into 
operation on the reservation, Yel- 
lowtail isn’t going to sacrifice any 
of the animals in the buffalo herd 
to add to the thrills of the strangely- 
blended Coney Island-Rodeo State 
Fair attraction that is beginning a 
week’s run. 


Some Come by Plane. 


The tribal celebration has brought 
Indians here from almost every res- 
ervation between Canada and Okla- 
homa to join the festivities of the 
several thousand Crows. With them 
came their squaws and papooses, 
and with some came favorite horses 
and guns for use in inter-tribal com- 
petition. 

They traveled here by auto, train, 
motorcycle and on horseback. A 
few “oil” Indians came by airplane 
or in chauffeur-driven cats. 

All the Indians will take part in 
war dances at sunrise; barbecues 
with elk steaks; rodeo sports; horse 
racing and colorful tribal cere- 
monies. 


Everyone has a “key to the reser- 
vation” for the.week, but Superin- 
tendent Yellowtail has given a firm 
“no” to sportsmen who came hop- 
ing to shoot a buffalo. 

Game From National Parks. 
Yellowtail, in his near-Oxonian 
accent, tells them of his work in 
stocking the reservation with the 
bis, ne beasts, and with 


tain trout. 


hatcheries. 


bison. 

“The thought behind the wild life 
program,” Yellowtail explains, “is 
three-fold. The real aim is to help 
preserve the species of the Ameri- 
can buffalo on this continent. Our 
land-locked valleys, lush with grass, 
are admirably adapted to the needs 


of a large herd. 

“The second purpose is to.build 
up a meat supply in the hills to 
take care of just such depressions 
and drouths as our nation has expe- 
rienced recently. Indians don’t want 
to be on the Federal dole. We 
hope to have enough meat in our 
mountains to take care of our 
people when more dry years or de- 
pressions come. 

Mostly Modern Farmers. 

“Thirdly, I am a lover of these 
noble animals, as are others of our 
State—whites and Indians alike. We 
want to see buffalo roam the plains 
unmolested, as they once did.” 

Yellowtail’s brothers do not lead 
a “blanket life” on the reservation. 
They are, for the most part, edu- 
cated Indians. They farm irrigated 
tracts, producing a variety of crops. 
They raise cattle and herd sheep. A 
few breed horses. Some are artists. 
Nearly all have an occupation that 
keeps them busy in all but the se- 
verest winter months. 


“We've worked hard to build up 
our buffalo herd,” Yellowtail 
proudly tells inquirers. It is not our 
intention to permit buffalo hunting 
for some years until the different 
species have had ample opportunity 
to multiply.” 

There are about 400.buffalo on 
the reservation now. Yellowtail be- 
lieves it will care for 1000 easily. 

“The red men and the whites 
here for our tribal celebration are 
honored guests for a week. We 
welcome them.”

Nansen Passports Enable Men 
Without a Country 
Seek New Homes.

GENEVA, Aug. 29. — A million 
men without a country is the prob-| 
lem confronting the Nansen Inter- 


national office for Refugees, and 
the League of Nationa. | 
This problem of refugees became 


acute when, following the Soviet 
revolution in Russia, about a mil- 
lion “white” Russians fled to other 
countries, International relief or- 
ganizations took up their pit, 
with the resultant creation by the | 


League of an international office | 
for refugees and the appointment | 
as high commissioner of the Scan- | 
dinavian explorer, now dead, Dr:| 
Fridtjof Nansen. 

Nansen, who evolved as a solution 
for the refugee problem the now fa-| 
'mous “Nansen passport,” soon had | 
-another assignment when some | 
| 350,000 Armenians fled from Asia | 
| Minor. 


Judge Now in Charge. 
Nansen'’s work is being carried | 
on by a Norwegian judge, Michael 
Hansson, president of the govern- 
ing body of the Nansen Interna- 
| tional Office for Refugees. 

In addition to Russians and Ar- 
| Menians, the Nansen office takes 
care of Assyrians, Assyro-Chal-| 
_deans, a few Turks and the refu-| 
| gees from the Saar Basin, who fled | 
when a plebiscite decided that the. 
Saar should return to Germany. | 

Nansen passports are issued or 
| recognized by governments gener- | 
‘ally to refugees within tKeir ter-| 
ritory. 
| Judge Hansson, in his annual re- | 
| port to the League, estimates the 
| number of Russian refugees at 700,- 
| 000, Armenian refugees at 250,000, 
| Assyrians and Assyro-Chaldeans at 
15,000 and the Saar refugees at 4000. 
Officials estimate that the tctal 
of Nansen passports issued at prob- 
ably 150,000. They are needed only 
when the refugees intend to travel | 
from one country to another. If 
| they stay in the country in which 
they have taken refuge, their only 
need is a “permit of residence.” 
Geneva estimates France alone has 
given asylum to some 200,000 Rus- 
| sian refugees. 

Refugees’ Predicament. 
Despite efforts of the Nansen of- 
fice to induce countries receiving 
refugees to give them naturaliza- 
| tion rights, some Governments ex- 
pel refugees on the slightest pre- 
texts. 
| A refugee found penniless in a 
public park is ejected. He is im- 
prisoned by the country to which 
he is ejected. Fleeing back to the 
‘land that expelled him, he is sent 
to jail for violating the order of 
expulsion. 

Thus many of these men without 
a country spend their lives in be- 
ing dispatched, like cattle, back and 
forth across national frontiers. 
There are refugees who have been |: 
imprisoned 15 times for the non-| 
| Observance of expulsion orders, | 
| “Loyal, inoffensive people are 
fored to hide, lead the lives of 
| outlaws,” the Nansen office re- 
ports, “and are finally driven to 
desperate acts, and often to sui- | 
| _ cide.” |

Government May Be Landlord in 
500,000 Homes Within 5 Years, 
Says Bb. A. McLean.

CHICAGO, Aug. 31—L. A. Mc- 
Lean, president of the Mortgage 
Bankers’ Association of America, 
said in a statement yesterday that 
continuation of what he termed the 
administration’s present attitude to- 
ward national housing could easily 
make the Government the land- 
lord in more than 500,000 homes 
within the next five years. 

“Of all the different Government 
agencies and bureaus created in the 
last several years,” McLean said, 
“probably none has been more ef- 
ficiently managed and accomplished 
as much good as the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation. 

“Despite this record, it now be- 
comes evident that HOLC is meet- 
ing the same problems private lend- 
ers have always met. As of June 
30, this year, 27,651 foreclosures had 
been authorized, 5557 properties ac- 
quired voluntarily, 1564 bought in 
by the agency but to which title 
has not yet been taken, and 31 sold 
to others than the HOLC—a grand 
total of 34,803 which represent fore- 
closures authorized, foreclosures 
and properties lost through HOLC 
loans. 

“On this basis it appears that the 
HOLC has taken possession or has 
indicated it will take possession of 
3.5 per cent of the properties on 
which loans were made.”

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THE RELUCTANT ADVENT OF AUTUMN 


By ROSCOE NUNN

September is the first month of autumn in meteorological reckoning, although, astron- 
omically, summer does not end until the time of the equinox, about Sept. 22 (tobe exact, at 
11:26 p. m. of the twenty-second, this year). The astronomical date applies to the whole 
Northern Hemisphere, and so does the meteorological date, and neither is strictly correct, 
in all parts of the hemisphere, from the standpoints of climate and vegetation But in this 
middle latitude in which, St. Louis finds itself, Sept. 1 is a fairly accurate date for the be- 
ginning of autumn, becausé the weather and the state of vegetation usually’ show at this 
time a noticeable change from summer conditions. 

Certainly, September sometimes forgets to 
promptly assume the autumn role, ag in 1925, 
with 103 degrees on the fifth, and 1933, with 
95 degrees as late as the seventeenth But. on 
the other hand, the normal average tempera- 
ture on Sept. } is 4.4 degrees lower than for 
Aug. 1, the downward trend amounts to 25 de- 
grees more by the tenth, and the fifteenth of 
the month ts 6 degrees cooler than summer av- 
erage. Early morning temperatures in the six- 
ties are not infrequent in the first few days of 
September, and by the middle of the month the 
begin to occur occasionally. The last 
often bring light frost, and on one occa- 
Sept. 30, 1899, a killing frost occurred. 


Normal rainfall for September is 3.46 inches, 
but as much as 10.53 inches occlrred in 1866 
and only .01 inch in 1883. The month begins 
this year with a great accumulated deficit in 
rainfall, but it does not necessarily follow that 
this will be a wet September. Prevailing wind 
is from the south, and the average hourly ve- 
locity is 9.6 miles. The highest velocity of rec- 
ord, 54 miles an hour, occurred on the 29th, in 
connection with the tornado of 1927, but this 
record was made on the outskirts of the tor- 
nado and by no means represents the fury at 
its center. The so-called “equinoctial storm” is 
@ very rare visitor in these parts. The month 
is usually one of abundant sunshine.

In addi- 
tion to all his other honors and 
possessions, the King of England, 
jointly with two of the “London 
City Companies,” the Vintners’ and 
the Dyers’ Livery companies, owns 
the swans that swim on _ the 
Thames. Those swans are his, al- 
though he probably never counts 
them or pays much attention to

Nevertheless, the King has two 
“swan-upping” boats, as have the 
Vintners and the Dyers, each boat 
with its “uppers” or “markers.” 
They are probably called “swan- 
uppers” because they pick up the 
young swans that are hatched each 
spring and, besides cutting off the 
feathers with which the swans fly, 
they mark their bills to show who 
owns them. The King no longer 
bothers to mark his, simply cuts 
their big feathers to prevent fly- 
ing. The Vintners make a little 
nick on each side of the swan's 
bill; the Dyers’ nick is on the right 
side only.

call him Lambert, please, 

comes the closest to being a 
Native Son of the Golden West 
of any of the Big Four—<Adrian, 
Travis Banton, Orry-Kelly are the 
other three—of clothes designers to 
the Queens of the Cinema. Lam- 
bert happens to have been born 
in England but, he tells you quick- 
ly, he is an American citizen. His 
claim to the Native Son title was 
established when he was 4 years 
old. At that time, after a short 
stay in Chicago, his parents moved 
to Oakland, Cal., and Lambert has 
never worked outside this State. 
Never designed things for the Shu- 
berts and never had any training 
in New York or Paris. Now he 
is the head man out at the Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox Studios. 
Just at the moment, however, 
Lambert is making his first “grand 
tour” of the European dress cen- 
ters. He left for Paris the other 
day and after inspecting the dress 
shops of the French capital will go 
to London, where he will design 
the gowns for a picture which the 
Twentieth-Century Fox Studios will 
make across the Atlantic. 
He wanted to be an architect, 
and had already started on a full 
course in art and relative subjects 
when, in his early ‘teens, family 
reverses sent him looking for a job. 
He found one as a window trim- 
mer. 
Being very young and deter- 
mined, he submitted to window 
trimming by day, but pursued his 
art studies by night. This went 
on for some time until one fine day 
he found himself really interested 
in what could be accomplished 
artistically with wax dummies, and 
bolts of colorful materials.

Needless to say this was a real im- 
petus, but I still kert on with art 
and architecture, and had no 
thought of becoming a dress de- 
signer. 

“I did, however, build a number 
of miniature theaters at home, just 
as a hobby, and mapped out sets 
and,.costumes for scenes and actors. 
It was in this manner that I finally 
began doing my first dress 
sketches, designed for the current 
‘heroine’ or ‘menace.’ 

“Some of the sketches looked 
pretty interesting to me even after 
they were ‘cold,’ and so when I 
came to Los Angeles on a vacation 
just about 13 years ago, I brought 
some along to show to a friend of 
mine who was a writer. 

*“‘Nothing much came of this ex- 
cept compliments, but when I came 
for another visit two years later, I 


had the opportunity to show some 
sketches to Edwin Carewe. It was 
just about the time Dolores Del Rio 
had arrived from Mexico, and it 
was pure coincidence that the faces 
of the sketches bore a distinct like- 
ness to her. 

“Carewe liked them so well that 
he promptly bought them. I sup- 
pose it was then and there that I 
became a studio designer!”

Being able to click with advance 
fashions is imperative in the pic- 
ture business.

For 
instance, this month he may be mak- 
ing clothes for a winter locale in a 
picture that will be released in De- 
cember, and when that happens the 
clothes must be in the mode.

The clothes 
must look fresh and original; in 
other words, they must anticipate 
the fashions of the following <Au- 
gust. 

According to Lambert there isn’t 
any set plan or precedent that can 
be used to accomplish this. Analy- 
sis and intuition both combine to 
keep an alert designer on the right 
track. He learns to sense values in 
trends and styles, and can foresee 
the ones that will grow stale quick- 
ly, and those that will live and pos- 
sibly continue in newer and more 
interesting versions.

For a few seasons past, the 
trends have been so numerous 
and fashions so highly individ- 
ualistic that this phase of the de- 
signer’s task has been a trifle eas- 
ier. In many instances he has been 
able to decide and mould the ad- 
vance mode for himself since wom- 
en are accustomed to seeing both 
slim skirts and full ones; sloping 
shoulders and square ones; high 
necks and extremely low ones. But 
this great array has made it just 
that much more difficult to launch 
something really different. 

“Taking a concrete example of a 
fashion trend of the moment, that 
of the shorter skirt,” says Lam- 
bert, “my guess is that daytime 
skirts may grow a trifle shorter, 
but at no time will reach the brev- 
ity of a few years past. And I 
think that evening dresses, partic- 
ularly the very formal ones, will 
remain long or just escaping the 
floor for some time to come. At 
any rate I wouldn’t hazard an up- 
in-front, trailjng-in-back variety 
now—or for that matter any other 
time. They are awkward.” 


The question of color limits a 
screen designer to some extent but

“It’s true of course that certain 
colors do photograph to better ef- 
fect than others, it being a matter 
of what tone of grey will appear in 
the print.
